New Mail Route. 


It will be remembered by many of 
our citizens that the contract for the 
new mail ronte from Reno to Willow 
Ranch, in California, was lot to Salis 
bury & Gilmore, and thatthis contract 
called. for a weekly mail north in 
eighty-four hours, and to commence 
July Ist and to run four years. The 
contractors sub-let their contract to J. 
E. Calderwood, who this morning left 
Reno for the Willow Ranch, this being 
his first trip. The line of the route 
runs from Reno through Winnemucca 
valley, thence to Fish Springs, Sheep 
Head, Salt Marsh, Buffalo, Duck Flat, 
through Surprise valley to Fort Bid- 
well, and thence fifteen miles distance 
to Willow Ranch. ‘The total distant 
is 215 miles, and must be made within 
eighty-four hours. The stage will 
leave here every Monday morning. 
The return time has not been estab- 
lished yet. The office of this line is 
at Hammond & Wilson’s stable.
